I've always wanted the ability to "see" characteristics of tuned 
circuits and other L-C-R networks, filters, etc. I know a network 
analyzer is the proper tool for this job, but I thought my HP 141T 
spectrum analyzer with the 8553B IF (@-110 mhz) and the 8443A tracking 
generator could do a fair job of emulating a scalar analyzer.

What you need now is a "return-loss" bridge. The official deal is the 
HP 11652A Reflection-Transmission Kit containing the 8721A Directional 


Bridge. I have one of these and a similar analyzer and tracking 
generator. Haven't used the bridge a lot, but it makes short work of 
finding the resonance of an antenna. It should be possible to cobble up 
a workable bridge.

Robert Nickels wrote: 

I've always wanted the ability to "see" characteristics of tuned 
circuits and other L-C-R networks, filters, etc. I know a network 
analyzer is the proper tool for this job, but I thought my HP 141T 
spectrum analyzer with the 8553B IF (@-110 mhz) and the 8443A tracking 
generator could do a fair job of emulating a scalar analyzer. 

I've had some success, but a couple of things I've tried don't seem to 
produce the results I was expecting, and I haven't found much 
information about this. So I'm looking for any references (books, ap 
notes, etc) that might be helpful, typical test setups, etc.
